Champion consultants are independent contractors responsible for 
working closely with executive directors of Christian ministries and 
other organizations to introduce, train, and manage its events. Our 
Board Chairman, Rev. Michael Westbrook, has seen his local Young 
Life ministry blessed by Champion. Michael intends to continue to use 
the expertise of Champion as he and his wife, Maria, have transitioned 
to their own ministry, Greater Life. 

Champion has challenged us to 'Beat Our Best Fundraising 
Record! 9 and 'Work Smarter, Not Harder! 9 . 
We've taken that challenge! 

The Golf & Walk Event is a new event concept that combines a 
fundraising golf event with a unique approach to doing a standard 
"walkathon" event. 

Walkers walk the two-mile event at Warananco Park, in Elizabeth / 
Roselle, NJ, while golfers play nine holes at a beautiful local golf 
course relatively near Warinanco Park. Everyone finishes together at 
the end for an awards celebration and our usual large-scale picnic. All 
participants raise pledges prior to the event. The Golf & Walk Event is 
planned on a 12-week timeline and mobilizes everyone in the ministry 
to raise money for Gateway, not just those 15% of adults who can play 
golf.'

There are many 'angry Christians' in the pro-life movement. Their angry rhetoric often appears on their websites or emails sent 
to ministries like Gateway. Angry Christians rail against injustice, but often show a lack of love for those made in His image. 
They forget that the enemy is Satan, not the authority established by God or those fighting evil by righteous means. 
They paint with a broad brush. They label everything a conspiracy. They attack the person and not the sin. They often do it 
with an angry approach, which seems soaked in self-righteousness, proclaiming themselves end-time prophets instead of end- 
time evangelists. 

Angry Christian should turn us off because we know from James 1:20 that the anger of man does not achieve the 
righteousness of God. 'Angry Christianity' is not appealing but revealing . It reveals a reactionary attitude rather than a 
revolutionary attitude. 

I Corinthians 2:15 - "For we are a fragrance of Christ to God among those who are being saved and among those who are 
perishing" 

At Gateway, we believe abortion for any reason, is child killing , but we also believe that the abortionist is a worthy person, 
made in God's image, who needs repentance. 

So what can pro-life believers do? Of the Liquid ministry at Millington Baptist Church (NJ), says this: "Jesus, as so often was 
his custom, did not focus his energies on "defending" the reputation of God. More than anything, Jesus gave his life to 
REFLECTING the heart of God - showing what it was like to live a holy life like His Father."
